MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—The Soviet 
Government announced today that 
the shooting to death of Sergei Ki- 
roff at Leningrad Dec. 1 was only a 
part of a counter-revolutionist cam- 
paign of terror that included the 


> |assassination of Josef Stalin, secre- 
tary of the Communist party and|_ 


dictator of Soviet Russia. 

Details of the conspiracy were 
said to have been obtained from 
confessions made by Leonid Nico- 
laieff, who killed Kiroff, and 13 oth- 
ers, alleged to be counter-revolu- 
tionary terrorists. 

After questioning Nicolaieff, mem- 
bers of his family and associates for 
weeks, Soviet officials issued an an- 
nouncement yesterday that he had 
confessed, implicating the 13 others 
and Leon Trotzky, former Red 
Commissar exiled from Russia and 
now in hiding in France. The So- 
viet officials said the assassinations 
were to have been followed by “the 
intervention of capitalistic powers.” 

Alleged Objectives of Plot. 

Confessions attributed to the pris- 
oners were said to show that they 
were pledged to overthrow the pres- 
ent party leadership and that Nico- 
laieff expected his killing of Kiroff 
would start general unrest. Nico- 
alieff was quoted as admitting he 
received 5000 rubles from a foreign 
consul at Leningrad, not named, for 
support of terrorist activities. 


“I thought our shot must be the 
signal for action against the party 
and the Soviet Government,” offi- 
cials quoted Nicolaieff as saying. “I 
had to show the murder of Kiroff 
as an independent act, in order to 
hide the participation of the Zino- 
vieffists in it.” 

Gregory S. Zinovieff and Leo 


Kameneff, once high in party coun- 
cils, but long in eclipse for opposi- 


tion to Stalin, are under arrest in 
connection with the plot, but have 
not been sent to trial. They face 


expulsion from the country. Soviet 


authorities picture them as the in-

The confession attributed to 
Nicolaieff said that when he shot 
Kiroff he believed another section 
of his group would kill Stalin and 
other leaders in Moscow. These 
other leaders included Lazarus M.

BOB LYLE, FREE THINKER, 
DIES AT HIS HERMIT CAMP 


Mississippian Held in His Books 
That Strength of Church Was 
Threat to Government.

BILOXI, Miss., Dec. 27. — Bob 
Lyle, 63 years old, widely known 


writer and free thinker, died yes- 
terday at his fishing camp, near 
Biloxi. 

His views on government and the 
church were published in book 
form. He held that the church had 
become so strong financially and po- 
litically as to be a menace to. good 
government. He said the rights of 
religious freedom, a free press and 
freedor: sf speech were being grad- 
ually taken away by “a well-organ- 
ized minority, composed largely of 
religious bigots.” 


He lived a life of solitude, in a 
quiet spot on Back Bay. He had a 
pet chameleon under his doorstep 
that came at his whistle. A frog 
did likewise and an alligator came 
miles to be fed by him. 


WOMAN KILLS 14-YEAR-OLD 
‘FAVORITE’ SISTER AND SELF 


Members of Well-Known Hot 
Springs (Ark.) Family Found 
Shot to Death. 
By the Associated Press. 
HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Dec. 27.— 
Two sisters, members of a_ well- 
known family here, were found shot 
to death in the bedroom of their 
home today. 
Coroner J. P. Randolph pro- 
dolph pronounced the tragdy “mur- 
der and suicide,” and said Miss 
Christine Burroughs, 27 years old, 
had shot her 14-year-old “favorite” 
sister, Clare, and then killed her- 
self. 

Members of the family of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ed H. Burroughs, hearing a 
shot, found the body of the older 
girl on the floor, a pistol clutched 
in her hand. The body of _ the 
younger girl was in bed, shot 
through the head. 

The older girl recently suffered 
a nervous breakdown, members of 
the family were quoted by Ran- 
dolph as saying, and had returned

Handed Over for Trial. 

Nicolaieff and the 13 others were 
turned over to a Military Collegium 
of the Supreme Court yesterday for 
trial 

One hundred and three persons 
have been sent to firing squads 
since Kiroff’s murder. 

Sent to trial with Nicolaieff were 
Ivan Kotolinoff, Nikolai Shatsky, 
Viadimir Rumiantzeff, Sergei Man- 
delstam, Nikolai Miasnikoff, Vlad- 
imir Levin, Leon Sositsky, George 
Bolokloff, Ignaty Yushkin, Vassily 
Yushkin, Vassily Zvezdoff, Nikolai 
Antonoff, Leon Khanik and Andre 
Tolmazoff. 

Nicolaieff is 30 years old, and all 
of the members of the alleged “Un- 
derground Terrorist Gang” are rel- 
atively young men. Kotolinoff is 
the youngest, 29; Mandelstam the 
oldest, 38. All were members of 
the Communist party except Shat- 
sky, who was expelled in 1927 and 
never readmitted. 

Nicolaieff’s confession, as_ given 
out by the Soviet authorities, said 
the group stood on the Trotzky-Zin- 
ovieff platform for change in the 
leadership, and felt terrorism was 
the only way of accomplishing this 
end, 

Nicolaieff was quoted as saying 
he gave 4500 rubles of the money 
he received to Kotolinoff, and kept 
the remainder for himself. 

Two Groups of Plotters. 

The Government communique 
said Kotolinoff headed one group of 
the counter-revolutionists, centering 
at Leningrad, while another group 
was headed by Shatsky. This last 
group, Nicolaieff said Kotolinoff 
told him, was preparing action 
against Stalin. 

The alleged confession said the 
unnamed consul told Nicolaieff he 
would get into touch with Trotzky, 
an advocate of a world revolution, 
if he were given a letter from Nic- 
olaieff’s group. 7 

Nicolaieff’s purported confession 
admitted that leaders of the “un- 
derground center” with which he 
was associated were constantly 
pointing out that all of the evils 
in Russia came from the present 
leadership—Stalin, Kaganovich, Mo- 
lotoff and Kiroff—and were con- 
stantly telling young members that 
the difficulties would continue as 
long as the party direction re- 
mained unchanged. 

Nicolaieff was quoted as saying 
he had refused all offers of work 
from August to November, had sys- 
tematically practiced shooting with 
a revolver, and had devoted all his 
time to preparing for the assassina- 
tion. He was said to have prepared

TAXICAB DRIVER 
TELLS OF TRIP 


Victim, Ex-St. Louisan, 
Liver on Farm Owned by 
Californian Who Fatally 


Beat Woman. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JAMES, Mo., Dec. 27.—Inves- 
tigation of the murder of Henry 
W. Meyer, 66-year-old former St. 
Louisan, disclosed today that John 
H. Happel, confessed wife-murderer 
of Los Angeles, Cal. visited Meyer 
here Dec. 13. Authorities here have 
been unable to find anyone who 
saw Meyer alive after that date. 


Happel owned the farm on which 
Meyer lived in a three-room cottage, 
and had complained, Coroner W. E. 
Licklider said, because Meyer, a 
real estate dealer, had been unable 
to sell the place. 

In Meyer’s diary the Coroner 
found a notation for Oct. 17 which 
read: “Light chores all day. Wrote 
Mrs. Happel. (Rosemary.)” 

Taxicab Driver’s Story. 


Happel was in St. James at 10 
o’clock the morning of Dec. 13 and 
said he had “been out to my farm,” 
James Sewell, a taxicab driver 
whom Happel hired to drive him, 
first to Sullivan, 35 miles away and 
then to Maxville, 55 miles further 
northeast, has told the Coroner that 
Happel “appeared to be nervous,” 
and was in a great hurry to get out 
of town. 

Meyer was found shot to death 
on the floor of the cottage, Christ- 
mas day. A Coroner's. physician 
said he had been dead at least four 
days and Coroner Licklider, an un- 
dertaker, advanced the opinion he 
had been dead much longer, point- 
ing out that the weather had been 
so consistently cold that the body 
would not have decomposed in 12 
days. 

Sewell, describing the journey to 
Maxville on U. S. Highway 61 in 
Jefferson County, near where Hap- 
pel’s brother, William, has a farm, 
said that John Happel hired him 
for the additional journey from 
Sullivan to Maxville because the 
bus he had expected to take had 
already gone and Happel was un- 
willing to wait for the next bus. 

Recognized From Picture. 

At Maxville, Happel entered a 
barber shop, the driver said, and a 
moment later the barber came out 
and told him his passenger was 
“that fellow Happel whose picture 
was in the paper the other day be- 
cause he’s wanted out in California 
for killing his wife.” 

Coroner’ Licklider announced 
after his investigation that he be- 
lieved Meyer had been murdered. 
A verdict of homicide at the hands 
of a person unknown was returned 
at an inquest last night. 

Daughters Found Body. 


Meyer's daughters, Mrs. Minna 
Marie Kramer, 5211 Cates avenue, 
St. Louis, and Mrs. Elise Linhart of 
Bloomington, Ind., found their 
father dead when they arrived to 
spend Christmas with him. He had 
been shot between the eyes with a 
.22-caliber rifle apparently as he 
lay in bed, and had staggered or 
had been dragged about the room. 
The body lay on the floor, 15 feet 
from the bed. 

Zig-zag stains led from the bed to 
the rear door of the cottage. The 
stains on the floor had been cov- 
ered with newspapers, the bed had 
been made, and Meyer’s trousers 
had been placed beneath the pillow. 

The daughters found their father 
barefoot, wearing only underwear 
and a blue shirt, while in the con- 
gealed stains were two heel-marks, 
apparently from a pair of rubber 
overshoes found in the place which 
were too small to fit Meyer. 

Seen Alive Dec. 11. 

Meyer was in the habit of coming 
into St. James almost every day 
to get his mail but the last time 
he called at the postoffice was Dec. 
11. He kept a diary. The last entry 
on Dec. 11, stated briefly: “Bought 
Winchester rifle as a Christmas 
gift to myself.” 

It was that weapon, the Coroner 
said, with which he apparently was 
killed. Another single-shot .22 rifle 
was found loaded in another room 
of the cottage. 

A veteran of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War and the World War, Mey- 
er lived for a time at the State- 
Federal Soldiers’ Home here, after 
he came to St. James with his wife, 
Lena, two years ago. When his 
wife died three months ago he 
moved out to Happel's farm, which 
he was attempting to sell for Hap- 
pel. He cashed a pension check for 
$60 Dec. 4, but no money was found 
on his person or in the house.

TWO INDICTMENTS 


Hough Also 
Agrees to Quashing of 
the Third— Accused Poll 
Judge Freed.

Three indictments charging Jim- 
my Miller, Democrati¢ boss of the 
Fourth Ward, with hindering, ob- 
structing and interfering with Re- 
publican challengers in the Novem- 
ber election, were dropped by the 
State today in Judge Dickmann’s 
division of Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. 

Two of the indictments were dis- 
missed by Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Hough, member of the 
staff of Harry P. Rosecan, Repub- 
lican who was defeated for re-elec- 
tion in November. The third was 
dropped on a motion to quash, en- 
tered by counsel for Miller, and sus- 
tained with the consent of Hough. 


One of the dismissals entered by 
Hough also freed William Moore, a 
Democratic election judge jointly 
indicted with Miller in one true bill. 
The offense charged is a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a maximum 
penalty of a year in jail and fine of 
$1000. 

Cases Transferred. 

The cases were transferred to 
Judge Dickmann’s court on a 
change of venue this morning after 
James W. Griffin, newly’ elected 
Judge of the other division of the 
court had expressed unwillireness 
to preside in any action touching 
on the prosecution. 

He explained that he felt con- 
strained to adopt this position be- 
cause at the time the charges were 
made he was a member of the staff 
of Circuit Attorney Miller, and for 
the additional reason that he was a 
candidate in the November election. 

Before Judge Griffin announced 
his desire not to sit on the cases, 
Louis B. Sher, counsel for Miller, 
had filed motions to quash the in- 
dictments, and Hough had agreed 
that he was unable to see where 
any offense had been committed by 
Miller and Moore under Missouri 
law. 

Statement by Hough. 

Amplifying his statement before 
Judge Dickmann after the change of 
venue, Hough said he had _  ob- 
tained sworn statements from Wil- 
liams Collins, Negro, a Republican 
challenger, on whose statement Mil- 
ler and Moore were indicted. 

Collins, he said, declared in his 
statement that Miller had not inter- 
fered with him in any way, that 
Miller was inside the polling place 
at 1224 North Fourteenth _ street 
when someone on the outside chal- 
lenged Moore’s credentials as a 
Republican challenger. 

The prosecuting witness in an- 
other charge against Miller, Moses 
Holmon, 3827 Dickson street, had 
declared under oath, Hough con- 
tinued, that Miller examined his cre- 
dentials and told him they should 
be signed by Nick Polito, the Re- 
publican committeeman, but added, 
however, that Miller’s manner was 
not threatening and that he (Hol- 
mon) left the polling place volun- 
tarily, and without fear. 

Prosecuting witness in the third 
case was Benedetto Messina, who 
had not come to the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office to make a state- 
ment, Hough said. 

Consents to Motion to Quash. 

Sher said in a statement to the 
court that he was of the opinion, 
as was Hough, that no offense 
against the law had been commit- 
ted. Hough thereupon dismissed the 
two charges in which Holmon and 
Collins were prosecuting witnesses, 
and consented to approval of a mo- 
tion filed by Sher to quash the 
charge in which Messina was the 
prosecuting witness. 

The cases based on statements 
by Holmon and Messina were voted 
by the grand jury on election day, 
Nov. 6. The third indictment, nam- 
ing Miller and Moore jointly, was 
voted two days later. Because the 
offenses charged are misdemeanors, 
the cases were certified to the 
Court of Criminal Correction by 
Circuit Attorney Miller, for prose- 
cution by the Prosecuting Attorney.

The locomotive turned over on its 
side after it struck the box cars.

S500 OF BUTCHER 
STOLEN FROM TRUNK 


Shed in Which He Lives Is 
Ransacked—S8100 in 
Stocks Ignored. 


Thrifty Henry Gross, who lives 
alone in a frame shed at the rear 
‘of 3735 Texas avenue, neglected his 
usual precautions when he left his 
home last night, leaving the door 
unlocked, the key in the trunk 
'where he kept his little tin box. 

He returned after buying a glass 
or two of beer to find his home had 
been ransacked, the box looted of 
about $2500 in $5, $10 and $20 bills, 
and $27.50 in gold pieces. The thief 
had ignored stocks with a par value 
of $8100, also kept in the box, and 
had not found $420 in currency se- 
creted elsewhere in the shed. 

Gross, 58 years old, a butcher for 
a packing company, ruefully aided 
detectives this morning in a search 
of the premises, looking for a clew.

A 
year and a half ago, he added, the 
friend began to pay back the 
money, and that was how he hap- 
pened to have so much on hand. 


TEN ENTER GUILTY PLEAS 
IN $47,000 INSURANCE FRAUD 


Accused at Muskogee, Ok., of Col- 
lecting Money Through 
Fake Claims.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Dec. 27.—Ten 
men accused of defrauding the 
Modern Woodmen of America of 
$47,000 through fictitious insurance 
claims pleaded guilty in Federal 
Court here yesterday. Judge Robert

for sentencing the men for using 
the mails to defraud.

MONTGOMERY, W. Va., Dec. 27. 
—Thirteen men were killed and at 
last 43 were injured at 6:21 a. m., 
today in the explosion of the boiler 
of a locomotive drawing a train 
loaded with miners en route to 
work in a mine near Powellton. 
One man was reported missing. 

More than 300 men were on the 
train. They had been picked up at 
their homes along Armstrong Creek 
by the work train, operated daily by 
the Elkhorn-Piney Coal Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the Koppers Coal and 
Transportation Co. of Pittsburgh. 
All the miners killed were in the 
first of the four coaches, which was 
tonr apart when the boiler landed 
on it. The train was halted 11 miles 
from here at the time to pick up the 
last of the passengers it was to 
carry. 

Two Victims Unidentified. 

Bodies were hurled along the 
tracks and a building nearby was 
shattered. The locomotive was 
wrecked.

The' locomotive cab was blown 
apart. The top was thrown through 
the roof of a small house beside the 
track, narrowly missing the bed in 
which Mrs. Earl Morris was sleep- 
ing with two baby sons. 

The body of the engineer was 
thrown 265 feet and that of the 
fireman was hurled over a house 
into the rocky bed of a creek. Only 
the trucks of the locomotive were 
left on the tracks. Government 
boiler inspectors are on the way 
here to investigate the explosion, 


Heard Two Explosions. 


Charles Kitchen, 16 years old, 
both hands burned, his face scald- 
ed and ankles sprained, told of 
the explosion from his bed in the 
Coal Valley Hospital. 

“We were sitting in the coach 
talking and waiting for them to 
move on when we heard a blow,” 
he said. 

“The first one blew the cap off 
the front of the engine and hit a 
lot of us in the coach. Then a 
minute later there was another and 
it tore our car to pieces.” 

The blast was said to have been 
caused by a buckling of a fire box 
cover and the subsequent loosening 
of the boiler tubes. Pieces of the 
locomotive and cars were blown 100 
yards away and the flying debris 
cut or bruised those who escaped 
from the shattered coaches. 

Ambulances and private automo- 
biles from all sections of Arm- 
strong Creek brought the injured 
to the hospital here. 

“One man said he saw another's 
head blown off,” said Dr. W. R, 
Wilkinson, one of the doctors treat- 
ing the injured. 

Injured Lie by Tracks in Cold. 

The explosion hurled dozens af 
the passengers clear of the tracka, 
and those injured lay exposed for 
several minutes to a chilling cold. 
Company men went to the scene in 
automobiles, trucks and busses, and 
picked up the dead and injured.

Declines to Comment on 
Chance of Going to U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 


United States District Judge 
Charlies B. Faris, in Kansas City 
today, declined to comment on a dis- 
patch from the Post-Dispatch’s 
Washington bureau stating that a 
promotion to the bench of the Cir- 
cut Court of Appeals, Eighth Cir- 
cuit, would be tendered to him by 
President Roosevelt. 

The further understanding in 
Washington, the dispatch stated, 
was that Judge Faris would retire 
from the appellate bench after a 
short service, and that Seth Thom- 
as of lowa, legal adviser of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, would then be named to 
the Court of Appeals. It was fur- 
ther understood that George H. 
Moore, former Collector of Internal 
Revenue here, would be nominated 
to succeed Judge Faris on the St. 
Louis District Court bench. 

Judge Faris passed the statutory 
retirement age, 70, last October. He 
announced at that time that he 
wished to remain in active service. 
He is known to have been desirous 
of advancement to the Appellate 
Court, but it is not certain that he 
will accept an arrangment which 
contemplates only a limited period 
of service in that court. 

A Federal Judge, after retire- 
ment, continues to receive his full 
pay for life. If Judge Faris should

Excise Commissioner Scullin said 
today that efforts would be _  in- 
creased to compel out-of-town 
wholesale beer and liquor dealers 
distributing their products in St. 
Louis to pay the $1500 annual li- 
cense tax imposed by ordinance on 
dealers operating or distributing in 

the city. 

About 60 firms have paid taxes 
totaling $90,000, but others have: re- 
sisted payment on the theory they 
have only sales offices and no stock 
in St. Louis. Commissioner Scullin 
contended that dealers having any 
salesmen in St. Louis were required 
to pay the tax, pointing out that 
the State had been collecting a 
$500 annual license tax on dealers 
shipping liquor into Missouri. 

Since the ordinance became effec- 
tive last July, he said, several 
firms had moved to East St. Louis. 
He expressed the opinion that a to- 
tal tax of about $150,000 a year 
should be paid.

“In reaching his conclusion the 
Referee in effect created a_ rate 
schedule of his own, there being no 
schedule on file, for combined elec- 
trical and steam service. The Ref- 
eree pieced together the Union 
company’s steam schedule and elec- 
tric light and power schedule, and 
applied the same to the service ren- 
dered to plaintiff; but even after so 
doing there was another very im- 
portant element of the service ren- 
dered to plaintiff, which is covered 
by no schedule whatever. This 
element is the obligation to main- 
tain an electrical and steam plant, 
and generate electricity and steam 
for the use of the plaintiff, from 
said plant, or maintain the same as 


tion that it is the principal in the 
contract, but unfortunately, rate- 
making is not a judicial function. 
While the Referee uses gross fig- 
ures in arriving at his result, they 
might, by a simple mathematical 
process, be readily reduced to a 
unit rate. The determination of the 
rate to be charged by public utili- 
ties is inherent in sovereignty, but 
is a legislative function and is not 
entrusted to the judiciary. In this 
State the Legislature has delegated 
this power to the Public Service 
Commission of Missouri. The last 
named tribunal possesses the ex- 
clusive right to determine the 
rates to be charged for public serv- 
ice, and the courts have no power 
to substitute their judgment for 
that of the Commission. . 

“For the foregoing reasons the 
Court is of the opinion that the only 
redress that plaintiff has, if the 
rates being paid for the service re- 


recoverable for the entire period 
during which the service has been 
rendered, unless barred by the sta- 
tue of limitations. There is on file 
with the Public Service Commis- 
sion no pattern outlining the ser- 
vice received by plaintiff which may 
be superimposed upon the situation 
existing with reference to plaintiff 
and defendant Union Company, and 
since in the Court’s opinion this is 
the fact, there is no basis upon 
which the Court can determine that 
an overcharge has been made by 
the Union Company for which it 
must account to the plaintiff. 
“Very briefly stated these are the 
reasons which actuate the Court in 
making the findings required of it, 
and if the same are applicable to 
the facts in this case, then it fol- 
lows that plaintiff's exceptions to 
the Referee’s report should be over- 
ruled, and the defendants’ excep-

Written Opinion Filed. 

Overruling the recommendations 
of the Referee, Judge Hamilton, 
whose term expires Jan. 1, filed a 
written opinion. Its text follows: 

“The Court sincerely regrets that 
it is unable to agree with the find- 
ings and recommendations of the 
Referee for whose learning, indus- 
try and judgment the Court has 
profound respect, It is our official 
duty, however, to pronounce our 
judgment in this cause, and we do 
this with the comforting knowledge 
that the facts giving rise to this 
controversy will be reviewed by the 
learned men composing our Su- 
preme Court, and the matter final- 
ly settled according to the prin- 
ciples to be announced and applied 
by that Court. 

“The Court differs with the Ref- 
eree with reference to two funda- 
mental propositions. The Court 
quite agrees with all of the findings 
of the Referee, which are very fully 
and clearly stated in his report. 
The Referee states that it is a 
mixed question of law and fact as 
to whether or not Cupples company 
was instrumentalized and became, 
for all legal purposes, a department 
of the Union company. The Court 
considers this a correct statement 
of the situation. The Court finds, 
however, that the Cupples company 
maintained its corporate entity, and 
performed its corporate duties in 
a manner sufficiently independent 
of the Union company to entitle it 
to be treated as a public utility, 
subject to the orders and directions 
of the Public Service Commission 
of Missouri, and not as a mere ad- 
junct of the Union company. 

“The Court quite agrees with all 
that the Referee has found with 
reference to the facts upon which 
his conclusion is reached contrary 
to that reached by the Court, and 
the only difference is that the 
Court interprets these facts in a 
somewhat different manner than 
the Referee. 

Different Interpretation. 

“If the Cupples company is to be 
considered as a separate corporate 
entity, then any relief from the 
terms of the contract under which 
the service performed by the Cup- 
ples company is rendered must be 
given by the Public Service Com- 
mission of Missouri upon proper ap- 
plication of the plaintiff. Under 
these circumstances, plaintiff neces- 
sarily has no cause of action against 
the Union company. 

“The Court also differs in its con- 
clusions from those of the Referee 
in another particular. Even assum- 
ing that the Cupples company was 
instrumentalized and became a 
mere department or agent of the 
Union company, this, in itself, does 
not abrogate the contract that had 
been for many years performed by 
the Cupples company. If the Union 
company is to be substituted as the 
principal in the contract which 
forms the basis of the service ren- 
dered by the Cupples company, then 
it follows that the Union company 
is required to perform these serv- 
ices rendered in all respects in ac- 
cordance with the contract between 
the May Department Stores Co. and 
The Light & Development Co. of 
St. Louis. However, if the Union

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—An es- 
timate that the value of conserva- 
tion work done by the Civilian Con- 
servations Corps up to Sept. 30 to- 


taled more than $291,000,000 was. 


made yesterday by Robert Fechner, 
director of the corps. 

Writing for the Forestry News 
Digest, Fechner said that “work 
records for the first year and a 
half operation of the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps make it clear that 
the CCC has been an outstanding 


economic success.” 

Fechner has recommended con- 
tinuance of the corps to the Presi- 
dent who also favors keeping the 
camps where unemployed youth as- 
semble for forest and other con- 
servation work, 

“The figures, as compiled by the 
Bureau of the Census from reports 
sent to Washington by camp su- 
perintendents,” Fechner said in the 
Digest, published by the American 
Tree Association, “disclosed that 
CCC men completed more than 


40,000 miles of truck trails through 
forest areas as a fire prevention 
move, completed more than 25,000 
miles of teJephone lines, improved 


more than 1,000,000 acres of forest 


lands, protected millions of acres | a 


from the destructive attacks of 
fires, insects, tree diseases and oth- 
er forest pests and developed recre- 
ational projects valued at millions 
of dollars. More than 700,000 small 
dams have been constructed to pro- 
tect valuable agricultural lands 
from erosion and to minimize the 
danger of floods. More than 200,- 
000,000 trees were planted and 


thousands of man days spent in 
nursery work growing seedlings for 
future plantings.” .

‘other distant objects through ob- 
| securing haze, was shown in the 
| same exhibit. 
| The infra-red rays penetrate the 
| body just as they pierce haze, mak- 
ing photographs of things the eye 
| cannot see and which cameras ordi- 
'narily could not catch. They show, 
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ment of all the veins in a man’s 
| body from shoulders to hips, in- 
| visible in ordinary photographs, 
‘and later can show whether the 
| same veins are responding to treat- 
| ment. 
| The infra-red photographs are 
|'made with special camera plates, 
'sensitive only to the long wave in- 
‘visible red rays of light, and color 
‘filters that allow only the infra-red 
rays to go through to the plate. 

Another use of infra-red ray 
photographs, to show the actual ex- 
tent of lesions or diseased areas in the 
body much better than ordinary 
photographs, also was shown.

Lupescu, is more than ever 
under Lupescu’s influence. 

Foreign envoys to Rumania be-‘ 
lieve that the problem growing out 
of her increasing influence in po- 
litical matters will not be solved un- 
less the Rumanian army forces the 
King to deport her. Lupescu, it is 
said, fears assassination, and lives 
in seclusion, constantly guarded. 
Rumania’s red-headed woman, it 
is reported, exercises a charm not 
only over King Carol, but over most 
of those who have met her.

Corneliu Codreanu, chief of the Ru- 
manian Fascists, is cited as an ex- 
ample. One of her bitter enemies, 
he has now become one of her best 
friends, it is reported, and he and 
his fascists help guard the King’s 
friend. 

Despite all attempts to under- 
mine Lupescu’s influence, the King, 
is said to be firm in his intention 
not to allow anyone, even powerful 
political leaders such as Dr. Julius 
Maniu, to interfere in his private 
life.

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Dec. 27. 
—Counse!l for Christopher Reynolds, 
posthumous son of Smith Reynolds, 
today filed notice of acceptance of 
a proposed settlement of the Rey- 
nolds’ estate under which he would 
receive $7,000,000. 

The acceptance was filed by R. C.

Interest Rate Cuts by Reserve 
Board and FDIC Separate 
Actions, He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Marri- 
ner S$. Eccles, new Governor of 
the Federal) Reserve Board, replied 
list night to the criticism of United 
States Senator Carter Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, of the board’s recent or- 
der reducing from 3 to 242 per cent. 
the interest member banks may 
pay on savings and time deposits. 

Eccles pointed out that the order 
applied only to Federal Reserve 
member banks. The Reserve 
Board, he said, “never assumed that 
it had authority to regulate the 
rate of interest paid by non-mem- 
ber banks,” but definitely had 
power to limit interest rates of 
member banks. 

Glass, in a letter to a board mem- 
ber, Charles S. Hamlin, declared 
that Leo T. Crowley, chairman of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, had disclaimed responsi- 
bility for a statement that the De- 
posit Corporation had matched the 
Reserve Board's order with a sim- 
ilar interest cutting order. Glass 
argued that the two agencies had 
/no power to tell banks not mem- 
bers of the Reserve system that 
they should cut their interest rates. 


“Misapprehension,” Says Eccles, 


Without mentioning Glass by 
name, Eccles said a “misapprehen- 
Sion has arisen with respect to the 
scope of and the authority for the 
action.” 
| “The misunderstanding,” he went 

on, “appears to have arisen because 
the statement announcing the 
board’s action also carried with it 
reference to the action taken by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration reducing the time deposit 
rate for insured non-member banks 
and trust companies to 2% per cent. 

“The board's statement carried 
ithis reference because there was 
abundant reason for believing that 

both member banks and their de- 
positors would be vitally concerned 
by the rates of interest which might 


be paid by competing non-member 


banks.” 
So far 
| concerned, Eccles said, the action 


-/ was taken in accordance with power 


| granted under the banking act of 
| 1933. 
| On “Implied Authority.” 


Crowley said today the Deposit 
Insurance 
reducing the maximum interest 
rates on time and savings deposits, 
was based on “implied authority” to 
prevent discrimination and to grant 
equal rights to all members of the 
corporation. 

Crowley said the corporation’s le- 
|gal counsel advised the board the 
“implied authority” arises out of the 
necessity of preventing discrimina- 
| tion between reserve members and 
‘non-member banks, and of provid- 
‘ing all banks with the same oppor- 
‘tunity of enjoying the benefits of 
insurance. 

Crowley said the corporation as- 
‘sumed it had no authority to regu- 
late interest beyond the. extent 
necessary to prevent any discrimin-

100 MICE IMMUNIZED 
AGAINST ENCEPHALITIS 


Promising Start Toward Sleep- 
ing Sickness Vaccine Report- 
ed to Have Been Made. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 27—A prom- 
ising start toward vaccination 
against sleeping sickness or en- 
cephalitis was announced at the 
American Association for the A4d- 
vance of Science today. For sleep- 
ing sickness, the vaccine has been 
tried only on animals. 

The new experiment was de- 
Bcribed briefly by Dr. Morris 
Brodie, of the New York Health De- 
partment, at a meeting of the med- 
ical section of the association. He 
is working under the direction of 
Dr. William H. Park. 

They took sleeping sickness virus 
from human patients in the St. 
Louis outbreak and inoculated mice, 
thereby producing sleeping sickness 
in the animals. - 

As this disease attacks the nerves 
and the brain, they sought in the 
brains of the animals for the hoped 
for vaccine. They took a 5 per 
cent solution of the mouse brain 
and treated them with formalin 
which killed the sleeping sickness 
virus, 

This dead virus they then inject-

ized all the animals so that they 
could not afterward be infected 
with sleeping sickness. Further- 
more, the vaccine itself had no ap- 
parent bad effect on the mice.

Nevertheless their blood, 
after vaccination, successfully neu- 
tralized infantile paralysis virus 
from the 1934 California epidemic, 
in laboratory tests. 

None of the children showed ill 
effects of vaccination. The ages 
ranged from eight months to 15 
years. Vaccination of a few adults 
has showed that they react like the 
children, with increase of immuniz- 
ing anti-bodies.” 

“It is believed,” Dr. Kolmer said, 
“that the vaccine is now ready for 
vaccination of human beings and 
especially children against poliomy- 
elitis and particularly during epi- 
demics.” 

The vaccine is made of spinal 
cords of monkeys’ with infantile 
paralysis. A solution containing 4 
per cent of the cord is treated with 
1 per cent sodium ricinoleate. The 
cord of one monkey produces 
enough vaccine to immunize 50 to 
100 children. 

The New York vaccine was de- 
scribed by Maurice Brody, M. D., 
of the New York City Health De- 
partment. It is made of the virus 
of the disease treated with formalin, 
which reduces the virulence. On 
children and adults alike the New 
York vaccine has produced results 
similar to those of the spinal cord 
vaccine,

SIGNS OF DRIVE 
UN MONARCHISTS 
BY NAZI FORCES 


Even a Second ‘‘Blood 
Purge” Is Expected as 
Result of Recent Raids on 


the Immoral. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—A second “blood 
purge,’ directed in part against 
monarchists, is viewed in some 
quarters as a possible sequel to re- 
cent raids on cafes and private 
houses in the Government cam- 
paign against immorality. 

In one such raid 23 men were 
arrested in the home of a Princess, 
whose guests, it is charged, were 
plotting the overthrow of the Hit- 
ler Government. The Princess is 
not a member of any former ruling 
house, but her family line dates 
back for centuries. Among those 
rounded up at her place were sev- 
eral Storm Troopers and members 
of the Schutz Staffel, Nazi picked 
guard outfit. A journalist and an 
aviation expert also were taken into 
custody. 

A concerted campaign against 
monarchists apparently is being 
conducted by the propaganda min- 
istry. 

Numerous references to the ef- 
fect that Germany’s present plight 
was due in a great part to the 
monarchies of 1914 — the various 
kingdoms and States composing the 
German Empire—were made by 
speakers on street corners the Sun- 
day before Christmas. 

Numerous Nazi newspapers with 
a similarity of theme, as if acting 
on a Signal from higher up, poked 
fun at the bazaar for the needy con- 
ducted several weeks ago by the 
Kaiserin Hermine. The bazaar, 
conducted in Berlin by the Kaiserin 
as in other years for charitable 
purposes, was said by the Nazi 
press to be entirely unnecessary, if 
not provocative. 

In connection with the campaign 
against immorality, it was said by 
an unquestionable source that Se- 
cret Service police had estimated 
the number of persons involved to 
be 22,000 in Berlin alone, 11,000 in 
Hamburg and 3000 in Munich.

Only Persons Having Important 
Business or Passing Through 


Will Be Admitted.

Territory, Dec. 27.—The League of 
Nations’ Governing Commission 
closed the Saar frontier today in an 
effort to keep out all possible trou- 
ble makers until after the Jan. 13, 
plebiscite. Undesirables and _ the 
curious will be barred from enter- 
ing the territory until Jan. 26. Only 
persons who can prove they have 
urgent business here or are merely 
traveling through will be allowed 
to enter. 

Passport and customs men made 
an inspection of the Frankfort- 
Paris express, which entered the 
territory shortly after midnight and 
was the first train subject to the 
new regulations. These officials 
may call out troops to aid them. 

Another object of the order was 
to relieve the serious housing short- 
age. Some 50,000 voters returning 
from distant places, including the 
United States, must. be housed. 
They are former residents of the 
territory. 

Propaganda campaigns by Nazis 
and anti-Nazis were to be resumed 
today after a Christmas truce 
which kept the territory politically 
quiet over the holidays. The vot- 
ing is to determine whether the 
Saar returns to Germany, joins 
France or remains under the 
league. 

Anti-Nazis were circulating today 
a bogus reproduction of the leading 
Catholic pro-Nazi newspaper, Lan- 
des-Zeitung. The Nazi Government 
is attacked in the publication and 
considerable stress laid on the June 
killings in Germany. Hidden in a 
corner is an explanation that Lan- 
des-Zeitung would publish such 
stories if it were free to print the 
truth. Among the material pub- 
lished in the bogus newspaper are 
death notices of many who were 
killed in the June “blood purge.”

ARMY AIR FORGE 
REORGANIZED INTO 
SINGLE COMMAND 


Control of 1000 Fighting 
Planes Taken From Gen. 
Foulois, Given to Col. 


Frank M. Andrews. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Wec. 27.—Orders 
went out today centralizing virtual- 
ly all the army’s 1000 battle planes 
into a “general headquarters air 
force” to be strategically based on 
the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts and 
in the Southwest. 

The plan takes actual command 
of aerial combat units out of the 
hands of Major-General Benjamin 
D. Foulois, chief of the Air Corps, 
and the generals commanding the 
nine Army Corps Areas and vests it 
in Lieutenant-Colonel Frank M. An- 
drews, whose headquarters will be 
at Langley Field, Va. Col. Andrews 
will be directly responsible to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff. 

Gen. Foulois will retain supervi- 
sion of training schools, procure- 
ment, and other activities. 


Three Bases Designated. 


To permit the greatest possible 
mobility, the general headquarters 
force is to be grouped _ in three 
wings with bases at Hamilton Field, 
Cal., Langley Field and Barksdale 
Field, La., but pending completion 
of organization details, expected by 
March 1, the central wing will be at 
Fort Crockett, Tex. By next June 
30, however, the units involved and 
headquarters will be moved to 
Barksdale Field. 

Names of the wing commanders 
have not been announced, but it is un- 
derstood Col. H. H. Arnold, now 
commanding March Field, Cal., will 
command of the first wing. 

Secretary of War Dern described 
the new organization, recommended 
by the Newton D. Baker Commit- 
tee to the President last summer, as 
“by far the most important and 
evolutionary step toward moderniza- 
tion of the forces of ‘the United 
States since the World War.” 

A War Department announcement 
emphasized that the organization 
was temporary and that, after a 
year’s test it would be revised. 


Composition of Wings. 


The first wing will be composed 
of the Seventh Bombardment 
Group, Hamilton Field, Cal.; Nine- 
teenth Bombardment Group, Rock- 
well Field, Cal.; Seventeenth Attack 
Group, March Field, Cal.; and an 
observation squadron to be organe- 
ized.

Or, would he refuse to exchange 
some of the cotton he destroyed or failed 
to raise for new furniture or an electric 
refrigerator? 

If and when finance and business learn 
how to make it possible for purchasing 
power to be more widely distributed in 
the United States, they will not have to 
worry about foreign markets and foreign 
exchange.

Pigeons on the Plaza. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HERE have appeared recently 


the capital to keep birds awake by noise 
which theoretically should cause them to 
become disgusted and leave. And, believe 
it or not, St. Louis is now entering into 
just that kind of publicity. Pigeon spe- 
cialists are on the City Hall’s lawns with 
sodium chloride in their pockets and with 
rectangular traps. 

The writer can trace the history of 
these birds back to 1900 (in St. Louis) 
when a certain section of the city had 
three outstanding marks: Christ Church 
Cathedral, the old Exposition building at 
Thirteenth and Olive, and the thousands 
of pigeons that inhabited that locality.

THE TAXPAYER TO THE RESCUE. 


Nothing could better illustrate the burden put upon 
the taxpayer in this time of paternalism than the 
$4,400,000 loan which the RFC has just made to the 
First National Co. of St. Louis. 

One thing leads to another, and so, does one un- 
sound practice lead to another. The First National 
Co. was an investment affiliate of the First Na- 
tional Bank. It was a device for doing in the 
bank things forbidden by the National Banking Act. 
The practice was general in the United States. The 
late Frederick W. Lehmann, Solicitor-General in the 
Taft administration, rendered an opinion holding 
investment affiliates of national banks illegal. The 
opinion was suppressed, with the consequence that 
this practice became one of the prime evils of the 
American banking system. It was again, and this 
time specifically, forbidden by Congress after the 
banking collapse. 

Presumably, the collateral which the Government 
holds to secure its advance to the First National 
Co. could not be accepted to secure this loan upon 
the part of the First National Bank. Therefore, 
the taxpayer is made to assume the risk. With 
the money just received from the RFC, the First Na- 
tional Co. is paying 46 per cent of its obligations. 
It has already paid 4 per cent. It remains responsi- 
ble for the other 50 per cent. Meanwhile, the tax- 
payers’ money is handed over to make good the ob- 
ligations of a practice which was always of doubt- 
ful legality and would never have grown to such 
giant proportions in the United States had the Gov- 
ernment always been as alive to its moral responsi- 
bility as it now is to what it conceives to be its eco- 
nomic responsibility. : 

We have often said what we thought of its moral 
responsibility when it suppressed the Lehmann opin- 
ion. We disagree now with what it conceives to be 
its economic responsibility. If the times improve to 
a point at which the real estate mortgaged to the 
First National Co. can pay out, the investor and 
the taxpayer will both get their money. But there 
is no assurance that this will be the case. We said 
when the Reconstruction Finance Corporation was 
organized that to go to the relief of private busi- 
ness with public funds was a dangerous innovation 
and one from which the Government could only re- 
turn after a bitter experience. 

We invite judgment upon that prediction. The 
Government has gone to the relief of railroads, banks, 
insurance companies, etc. In the instance of the 
First National Co., it is going to the relief of an in- 
stitution which in the judgment of as able a man as 
Mr. Lehmann was always illegal. 

How long are we to continue upon this dangerous 


course?

AT THE SAME OLD STAND. 


J. A. Arnold and his American Taxpayers’ League, 
Inc., are with us again.

In- 
terlocking with the Taxpayers’ League was a third 
organization called the National Council of State 
Legislatures, which in 1926 financed a trip of state 
lawmakers to Washington to lobby for repeal of the 
Federal estate tax.

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EFFICIENCY IN RURAL EDUCATION. 

The trustees of the Julius Rosenwald Fund have 
directed the resources of that great social bequest to 
a most important educational problem in undertaking 
a study of rural schools, with a view to improving 
elementary education in unincorporated areas. During 
the pre-depression period of rapid development of 
high schools and primary schools, very little was 
done to modernize educational facilities which served 
the American countryside. 

It does not take a specialist in rural education to 
understand in a general way what is wrong with the 
rural schools. While the situation in Illinois is per- 
haps worse than in most states, it indicates what is 
more or less typical. Illinois has 12,085 school dis- 
tricts and more than half of these have 15 pupils 
or fewer than that number, This is in ‘tthe face of 
general agreement by educational authorities that 
there should be in the neighborhood of 2000 pupils 
in each school district if administration is to have 
an opportunity to function at its best. Moreover, 
Illinois still has virtually as many one-teacher 
schools as it had a quarter century ago. This is in 
face of the obvious fact that the refusal to consoli- 
date school districts can only mean inefficient man- 
agement and wasteful operation when the schools of 
a given section are considered as a whole. 

This is not to say that progress is not being made 
in modernizing rural schools in certain sections, In 
Indiana, for example, the number of school districts 
has been reduced from a peak of almost 9000 to 
about 2100. Here and there, school boards are coming 
to realize that widespread consolidation is on the 
way. Joining hands, these forward-looking commun- 
ities are finding that they can maintain modern 
schools and bus service for the pupils of a large 
area cheaper than they could keep up a half-dozen 
or more one-room schools scattered through the same 
region. 

The survey of the Julius Rosenwald Fund will do 
a great good if it provides the backward areas with 
a record of the gains experienced where outmoded 
school methods have been abandoned in favor of poli- 
cles in keeping with the times.

Whereas the Treasury expected 
the tax to yield about $95,000,000 in revenue annual- 
ly, it produced last year only $41,383,000, considerably 
under half the estimated amount. 

Congress can find a more equitable and business- 
like way of raising that much revenue.

It is no answer to 
this argument to show that our national 
debt, per capita or in terms of national in- 
come, is very much smaller than that of 
Great Britain. For the argument of the real- 
ists is that if business men and investors see 
no end to the deficits, their willingness to 
invest will be paralyzed; if they do not in- 
vest, the unemployed will not be re-em- 
ployed; if unemployment continues, relief 
expenditures must continue; if relief con- 
tinues, deficits will continue, Thus a vicious 
circle will be set up from which they see no 
escape except through a destruction of the 
currency -and a general collapse. 

Those who hold this view conclude that 
salvation depends upon discontinuing all 
borrowing not later than 1937, and that to 
do this, expenditures for relief must be held 
down to a dole calculated as the minimum 
necessary to provide subsistence. This argu- 
ment, though it sounds hard-hearted, cannot, 
if the reasoning is correct, be dismissed as 
“reactionary” and “cruel.” The destruction 
of its currency is one of the most horrible 
experiences to which a people can be sub- 
jected and any policy which leads to it 
would be the most cruel and the most re- 
actionary that can be imagined. It would 
ruin multitudes and would threaten the ex- 
istence of free institutions.

While the case of the humanitarians is 
usually presented as one of profound con- 
cern with the misery and demoralization of 
a mere dole, the argument against resign- 
ing ourselves to the dole as a more or less 
permanent feature of American life ought to 
be based on much larger considerations. Just 
realists who have grasped. the dan-

gers of great inflation are not so hard- 
hearted as they appear, so those who do not 
want a dole are not so tender-hearted as 
they often make themselves out to be. 
> = * 
There are, at a conservative estimate, 
about seven or eight million able-bodied un- 


. employed. About half are on the relief rolls 


and the other half tend to come on to relief 
as their savings are exhausted. No realistic 
estimates of the possibilities of recovery in 
the near future can promise that more than 
half the unemployed will find jobs in pri- 
vate industry. For, given a great revival of 
confidence in America, there will still remain 
a large residue of unemployment due to the 
loss of foreign trade and, unless miracles 
happen all over the world, that foreign trade 
will not quickly be restored. 

It is only prudent, therefore, to assume 
that there will be an abnormally large num- 
ber of unemployed for some time to come. 
The realists say that the best policy is to 
feed them as cheaply as possible and then 
to let them wait for full recovery. Is this 
a truly realistic policy? Let us pass over 
the social dangers, the deterioration of men 
in idleness, the effect on their children of 
being brought up in a household supported 
by a dole, the recruiting of these men for 
lawless or revolutionary movements. Let us 
ignore the lessons of experience, past and 
contemporary, as to the peril to a state when 
it has within it a large mass of able-bodied, 
disinherited men, Let us look only at the 
economic consequences of accepting a per- 
manent mass of able-bodied unemployed sup- 
ported by public funds. 

The economic objection to the dole is that 
it is a brake upon the recovery of enterprise 
to make the readjustments which have to 
be made if men are to go back to work. The 
British experience in the post-war years dem- 
onstrates this point. The effect of the dole 
is to remove the unemployed from the labor 
market and thus to maintain rates of wages 
which are, relative to other wages and other 
prices, too high. These high rates of wages, 
particularly in the construction industries 
and in transportation, are a major cause of 
unemployment. With the general level of 
prices in the United States at about 75 per 
cent of the 1926 level, it is vain to expect 
a revival of building with wage rates at 
more than 90 per cent of the 1926 level. 

The effect of the dole is to freeze wage 
rates at uneconomic levels. Men stay un- 
employed because they are not allowed to 


work except at rates which the comminity~ 


cannot pay. Instead of lowering the hourly 
cost of labor and going to work, the hourly 


' cost is maintained and men go on the dole. 


Thus the dole perpetuates itself, as it did in 
post-war Britain, and tends to stabilize a 
permanent depression. 
- m ° 

For that reason, business men ought to 
consider very earnestly whether a perma- 
nent recovery is consistent with their cur- 
rent acceptance of the dole. Is the dole real- 
ly as inexpensive as it looks if its real ef- 
fect is to freeze uneconomic wage rates at 
a point where profitable employment is im- 
probable? What good will it do us to bal- 
ance the Federal budget if that involves a 
policy which keeps the national economy un- 
balanced? Balanced budgets are highly de- 
sirable. But they existed in the pre-depres- 
sion years. And they did not save us. Why? 
Because the economic system was out of 
balance at severat different: points and this

Senator Bulow (Dem.), S. D., Says 
Plan Would Avoid Burden 
on Treasury. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—A plan 
to pay the soldier bonus now with- 
out a direct burden on the Federal 
Treasury or further Federal bond 
issues and payments of the cost in 
1945 as contemplated by the ad- 
justed compensation certificates 
was advanced today by Senator 
Bulow (Dem.), South Dakota. 


Bulow proposes to have the Gov- 
ernment issue United States notes 
to the extent of the estimated $2, 
200,000,000 necessary to pay the 
bonus. The notes would be legal 
tender in payment for all debts and 
made redeemable in 1945, at the ma- 
turity of the adjusted compensation 
certificates, thus fixing a limit to 
the time during which the inflation- 
ary currency would be in circula- 
tion. 

“In my judgment,” Senator Bulow 
said, “this would materially relieve 
relief rolls and do more to over- 
come the depression than anything 
that has yet been done. It is not 
permanent inflation, would scatter 
considerable money in every ham- 
let of the country in a time of great 
need and would create no greater 
Government obligation than now 
exists. The Government now has 
a promise to pay the bonus in 1945. 
By 1945, the Government must, 
through Federal taxation, raise the 
money for that purpose.”

A few additional January 
senting about 4000 bales, according to 
early estimates brought out some further 
near month liquidation, but the offerings 
of January were promptly absorbed by 
the trade and that position held relatively 
steady during the first half hour. There 
was some selling of later months attribut- 
ed to hedging but offerings were compara- 
tively light and the market held fairly 
steady after the call on covering and trade 
buying. Houses with foreign connections 
were among the early buyers but after 
showing net advances of 3 to 6 points, 
fluctuations were rather irregular. 

Before the session had gone far, March 
which had sold up to 12.61c on the open- 
ing demand was holding around 12.59c, 
while July was selling at about 12.70c and 
active months generally were 2 to 4 points 
net higher. 

Liverpool cables reported that hedge sell- 
ing there had been taken by trade calling 
and that January liquidation in that mar- 
ket had been absorbed by local buying 
with general business comparatively small. 

The market eased off later. The appear- 
ance of a little selling in March and May, 
which some observers thought might be 
connected with thep roducers’ pool opera- 
tions, seemed to bring in some scattering 
liquidation.

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Michael Bertino Arrested 
Night Club With Carl Fio- 
rito, Cuckoo Gangster. 


Arrested last night in a Wash- 
ington avenue night club in com- 
pany with Carl Fiorito, Cuckoo 
gangster, Michael Bertino is held 
at police headquarters for St. Clair 
County authorities who have re- 
quested his arrest for jumping two 
$1000 bonds on indictments charg- 
ing him with operating a policy 
game. 

Bertino was a witness for Her- 
man Tipton, reputed head of the 
Cuckoo gang, in Tipton’s recent 
trial for extortion, of which he was 
acquitted. Fiorito is under indict- 
ment on charges of extortion and 
kidnaping for ransom in the same 
case. 

Detective Sergt. Dirrane and De- 
tective Shelton and Meldrum re- 
ported they found Fiorito in the 
Club LaVida at Sixth street and 
Washington avenue and arrested 
him and his companion, who said 
he was Walter Ferguson, Granite 
City. At headquarters “Ferguson” 
was identified as Bertino. 

Both prisoners were bruised when 
they arrived at the police station. 
The detectives reported that Fiori- 
to had tried to bolt, that he had run 
into Bertino and that both had 
tumbled down a flight of steps lead- 
ing from the night club to the street 
level. 

Bertino was indicted by the Janu- 
ary, 1932, grand jury on a charge 
of operating a policy game north- 
east of East St. Louis, and gave two 
$1000 bonds which since have been 
forfeited. In the Tipton trial he tes- 
tified he lent $1800 to Mike Accardi, 
the prosecuting witness, to finance 
Accardi in the liquor business, and 
that Accardi repaid the loan with a 

700 bonus within eight months.

Private power companies in this 
country have achieved a small de- 
gree of co-ordination through the 
“yse of the common carrier prin- 
ciple,” which is “the central factor 
in the Ontario hydroelectric sys- 
tem where a virtual Government 
monopoly exists. But the best illus- 
tration of the complete utilization 
of the common carrier principle 
where public and private agencies 
co-operate under the direction of 
the state is found in Great Britain. 

The British “grid” system was in- 


corporated in the Electricity Supply 
Act passed by Parliament in 1926 
as the result of recommendations 
made by Lord Weir in his report 
on the use of power in Great Bri- 
tain. In 1919, the committee points 
out, England was faced with the 
same situation that now prevails 
in this country—excess power in 
certain areas, general under-con- 
sumption, an almost total lack of 
power in many other areas. The 
basis of the “grid” system was a 
comprehensive network of trans- 
mission mains interconnecting all 
selected stations, 43 that then ex- 
isted and 15 proposed new ones— 
a national power pool. 

The Weir report, on which En- 
gland’s plan was based, proposed 
“not a change of ownership, but the 
partial subordination of vested in-

HE small accessory. sets the 
T tone of a room and reveals the

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For Bookends What Vitamins 


Mean to Body, 


Two Are Manufactured in 
System, Though  Insuf- 
ficiently.

READER asks some questions 
A concerning vitamins. She wants 

to know the amount requisite 
for the body. 

In answer we may say that exact 
measurements for the vitamins have 
not been worked out except in the 
case of Vitamin D, which is used 
for the prevention of rickets, and 
which can be measured in units. 

It is probable that all the vita- 
mins except Vitamin C are stored 
in the body, and the storehouse is 
called upon as needs arise. Two of 
them certainly also are manufac- 
tured in the body, although we can- 
not count on this to an unlimited 
extent, and, at least in the case of 
Vitamin D, should supply regular 
amounts, especially to expectant 
and nursing mothers and infants, in 
the form of codliver oil, fish liver 
oils, or viosterol. 

Aside from this — the deliberate 
supplying of Vitamin D—there is a 
great deal of unnecessary worry 
about the vitamins. Any diet which 
includes fresh milk and _ fresh 
fruits and vegetables, cereals and 
yeast, bread and butter, will supply 
the vitamins in sufficient quantity 
to take care of the body’s needs. 

The correspondent also wants to 
know exactly where you get certain 
vitamins “as wheat germ, an impor- 
tant vitamin, but the books never 
say what you get it in. I do not 
know whether it is in shredded 
wheat or the whole-wheat bread you 
buy from bakers, or where.” 

So far as the source of this vita- 
min is concerned, it can be found 
most abundantly in yeast. It is 
found in whole-wheat bread and in 
most cereals. Highly milled and re- 
fined products of grains and cereals 
usually have had most of it re- 
moved, but it is found in many 
other articles of food. 

For convenience I append a table 
of the sources of the vitamins: 


VITAMIN A. 

Promotes tissue formation, 
growth, appetite, digestion, and 
prevents infections. Most reliable 
sources: Whole _ = milk, butter, 
cheese, egg yolk, cod liver oil, liver 
from animals that are properly fed, 
thin green leafy vegetabies. yellow 


corn, spinach, yellow sweet pota-

VITAMIN B. 

Stimulates metabolic processes, 
protects against the disease beri- 
beri, increases the quantity and im- 
proves the quality of milk during 
lactation. Most reliable sources: 
Whole wheat bread, rice with the 
“shell” on, cereals, milk, leguminous 
vegetables, egg yolk. 

VITAMIN C. 

Regulates functions of the body, 
promotes growth of teeth and 
bones, prevents scurvy. Most re- 
liable sources: Orange juice, lemon 
juice, tomato juice, sprouted grains, 
green leafy vegttables, and milk 
(when cattle are on summer pas- 
turage), 

VITAMIN D. 

Regulates calcium and, therefore, 
bone and tooth formation; prevents 
rickets, promotes lactation in nurs- 
ing mothers and infants. Most re- 
liable sources: Cod liver oil, fish 
oils, egg yolk, whole milk, irradi- 
ated milk, Vitamin D bread. 

VITAMIN E. 

Regulates function of reproduc- 
tive organs.

There was half an hour of silent, 
concentrated posing, while’ the 
piquant Claire profile was turned 
this way and that, and the much 
discussed and _ frequently photo- 
graphed Claire hands were moved 
from chin to lap to shoulder.

Since she can 
appear in only one play a season 
(for an “Ina Claire production” 
seldom runs for less than a season, 
and ‘more frequently for two or 
three), she selects them with care.

It 
has been said of Miss Claire that if 


a play has a chance she usually can 
sense it. 

She frequently undertakes to en- 
act roles which, in theatrical par 
lance, are known as “leading” roles 
rather than ‘star’ roles. But before 
rehearsals are over those “leading” 
roles become “star” roles. ; 

She reads a script like a piece of 
music. For weeks before she be- 
gins to learn her lines she studies 
the pattern of the play. She is an 
excellent constructive critic on 


scripts, with a sharp eye for that] 


important element in a play which 
is s0 frequently overlooked by 
novices—the line, or backbone, or 
spine of the play. After she has 
satisfied herself that the play 
progresses clearly along its “line” 
she begins to work on the details, 
figuring out which lines to empha- 
size and which to throw away. She 
therefore requires more than the 
customary four weeks for rehearsal.

Dear Mrs. Post: We usually 
serve coffee at the table with des- 
sert, and I think I’ve a mistaken 
idea that the demi-tasse must be 
served away from table after a meal 
is over. Can’t I use these half-size 
cups instead of the breakfast size 
at the table with any meal except 
breakfast? 

Answer: Yes, you are mistaken 
in using a large cup instead of a 
half cup for black coffee, when 
served at the table. As a matter of 
fact, it is not at all unusual to have 
demi-tasses served at table after 
dessert, especially at dinners of old- 
fashioned people who like to linger 
at table and talk. In very smart 
and modern New York houses cof- 
fee is served wherever people sit 
after the meal—but this should have 
no importance in other communi- 
ties, since no question of good taste 
is involved.
